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GRANTS TO IRISH BODIES, 


The ninth annual report of the Road 
states that, following upon the issue of & 
circular in England, the Board on ist Decem- 
ber, 1918, dealt with the case of Ireland by 
to all Irish County Councils & 
circular inviting applications for grants for 
road work tobe carried on in tho ensuing year. 
The material paragraph in that circular was As 
follows :—-“ The net income of the Board since 
ite constitution has amounted in the ag abe 
to £7,620,000, and the share of that sum w ich 
the Board have regarded as available for grants 
and loans in Ireland now amounts to £553, 
Grants have already been made to Irish high- 
way authorities amounting to £297,000, so that 
a balance of £236,000 may be considered as 
available for future grants. The Board have 
recently issued a circular letter to highway 
authorities in England and Wales and Scotland 
intimating that they are prepared to make 
further grants to them out of the Road Im- 
provement Fund to an amount of £1,750,000. 
If a proportionate sum were granted in Ireland 
on the basis hitherto followed it would amount 
to £131,720, and the Board have considered the 
question whether they should limit their grants 
in Ireland to that figure, or should now pre 
to distribute the whole of the above-mentioned 
balance. They have arrived at the conclusion 
that, in the circumstances of the present time, 
they may fairly proceed on the larger figure, 
and they propose, therefore, subject to the 
Treasury approval to distribute £236,000 in 


' grants and loans te highway authorities in Ire- 


tand towards road work.’ 
LOANS TO IRISH PUBLIC BODIES. 

During the year ending March 3ist last £3,500 
joan was advanced to Kildare County Council, 
and £2,849 to Wicklow County Council for road 
improvement, Other grants were to Antrim 
County Council for surface tarring (176,000 
square yards), £600; Down County Council, sur-
